deigns to think, will be taught the 
Neceflity of Caution ; and Adverfity 
will be refcued from Defpair, by many 
Examples of unexpected Afliftance ; 
which Gratitude and good Senfe muft 
undoubtedly attribute, to the favoura- 
ble Interpofition of a providential In- 
fluence. 

Our Hero derived his Being from 
the conjugal Endeavours of "Jonathan 
Hazard^ a Merchapt in the City of Cork^ 
and Mary Wife to the faid Jmatban. 
The good Woman furvived the Birth of 
her Son but a few Months, which 
affeded her Hufband with the mod 
fenfible Concern; as from her good 
Senfe, engaging Difpofition, Simplicity 
of Manners, and Honeftv of Heart, 
he had propofed to himfelf a plealing 
Profped: of mutual Felicity. But Death 
clouded the Scene, and left him onl^ 
Time to ei&ce the Remembrance ; anc 
I^ick^ the Offspring of their tender Love 
to engage his Attention and Care. 

- Mr. Hazard enjoyed a confiderab 
Fortune, and launched into Trade v

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ry extenfivcly. He was a Man of mofl: 
induftrious Application to Bufinefs, to 
which was added a boundlefs Generp- 
fity ; and tho' his Youth had hot been 
blefled with the Advantages which 
accrue from a claflical Education, yet 
his natural good Senfe, and minute Ob- 
fervations of the various Ranks of Man- 
kind, convinced hrm that forming the 
Mind, and ftrengthening, by literary 
Helps, the Underftanding, is the only 
true Way to render a Man ufeful and or- 
.namental to Society 5 for which Reafon 
he refolved to exert his utmoft Endea- 
vours, in having his Son's Morals and 
Intelle£ts fitted to the Management 
and right Application of that Fortune, 
which parental AfFcdtioniWas indullri- 
oufly preparing for him. 

To this End, at'a proper Age, he had 
him inftrufted to read ; not as is too 
generallv the Cafe, by a Perfon who 
farrotedy but one who made him w«- 
derjiand what he read 5 alfo the Reafons 
for various Articulations of Words, and 
Modulations of Voice. One neceflary 

Precaution 
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Precaution was ufed, that of not giving 
any Piece to his Perufal but fuch as 
ferved to ripen, without opprefling liis 
Faculties ; nor was he fuffered to caft 
his Eyes upon any Compofition which 
could debafe or miflead his Imagination, 
by creating immoral or wild Ideas. 

From childifh Studies he was tranf- 
planted to a Grammaj-School 3 and 
while he was there colledling the Ru- 
diments of claffical Knowledge, his 
Father took Care that intermediate 
Spaces fhould furnifli him with French^ 
and thofe other polite Accomplifli- 
xnents of Dancing and Fencing: And to 
do our Hero Juftice, tho' he did not

As no Incidents, worthy to be rela. 
ted, happened from the Time our 
Travellers left Chrk *till they arrived ia 
the Metropolis, with the Reader's Leave 
wcfhall place them at the End of their 
Journey ; where, with all convenient 
Speed, the neceffary Steps for fettling 
our Hero in the College were taken: 
Commodious Chambers were provided, 
accommodated with a handfome Col- 
le&ion of Books, and every other Con* 
veniencv adapted to the Place: A fuita* 
blc Allowance appointed * for Dick's 
Pocket, and a very tender Charge ^« 
livcred to his Tutor ; alfo another given 
to an Uncle who lived in Town^ that

experienced FrcJ}:man^y — Left the Title 
Frrjhman {hould to the Majority of 
Readers prove a technical Term, it is 
incumbent upon me to inform thenii''' 
that every Scholar at his firft Entrance 
is ftiled a Fn^jl^man -, which farcaftical 
Appellation continues 'till his Gown 
undergoes the fevere Difcipline of 
fcveral confiderable Rents, 'till the 
Wearer looks more like a Scarecrow 
than a Student. 

The Rooks exerted the whole of 
their Art to lead this Pidgeon into all 
fuch Extravagance as they wifhed to 
enjoy, but could not fairly fupport. 
They found him fillily traftable, and 
ready to imbibe any Principles ; which 
cultivable Failing they foon fo happily 
improved, that Dick's Eyes began to

A Council 
was called to determine how fhe (hould 
be treated ; many curious Punifhments 
were Idevifcd, but none met with fuch 
univerfal Applaufe as making a Pin- 
culhion of her Pofteriors. This happy 
Piece of Amufement was, no fooncr 
fuggcfted, than they proceeded to the 
Execution of it, firift Hopping the tor- 
mented 
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mcnted Creature's Mouth; neverthe- 
lefs, before they had fatiated their Cru- 
elty, (he made a Shift to bawl out and 
alarm the Watch. The Heroes, whofc 
Courage may be gueiTed at by their 
Action, endeavoured to fly from the 
civil Power ; but being furrounded, 
after a flight Refinance, wherein they 
manifeiled the greatefl Pufilanimity, 
they were conveyed to the Watch- 
houfe ; where having nothing to bribe 
with but good Words, Mr. Conftable 
thought nt to detain them till Morn- 
ing, when they were introduced to a 
J u (lice of the Peace* He finding they 
were Scholari of the College, con- 
tented hinifelf with reprimanding them 
feverely, and writing a Letter to the 
Provoft, ordering the Conftable to 
wait on them .with the faid. Letter; 
but that Subaltern Officer very judici- 
oufly excufed himfelf, by remonftra- 
ting, that one of his unholy Function 
would certainly undergo the Diicipline 
of the Pump, or fomewhat worfe, if 
caught within the College Walls : Upon "^ 
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which the Juftice ordered a Coach, and 
taking two of the Revellers, our Hero 
being one, into it with him, proceeded 
diredlly to the Provoft, to whom he 
delivered them up, with an Account of 
how they came into his Cuftody.

— So great a Slave was he to every 
unruly and worthlefs Paffion, that re- 
bellious Youth and depraved Exam- 
Ele could ftrengthen or create, that 
e refolved not to contrad: his Ex- 
pences, nor alter his Behaviour : In 
fhort, his Colledtion of Books were 
applied to the fir ft Deficiency of Ca(h. 
Thofe indeed were no great Lofs, as he 
had for a confiderable Time neglected 
them s but the next Exigence difrobed 
him of half his Wardrobe -, then the 
Furniture of his Rooms gradually de-

Revelry. When he was thus, as wc 
may literally fay, unfeathered, his veiT 
good Friends, who had taken fo mucn 
Pains to initiate him a Blood, flood , 
aloof; and looking upon him as en- 
tirely ruined, avoided him with the 
fame Coldnefs, as Levee-hunters fhun 
a difplaced Statefman, 

Refledionnow vifited our Hero, and 
prefented many (hocking Images to 
View J among the reft a Father's Dif- 
pleafure, and its inevitable concomi- 
tant Pov*ty ftared him in the Face. 
While he was in this miferable Situa- 
tion Mr. Hazard came to Town, and 
in Spite of the juft Provocation his Son's 
difTolute Behaviour had given him, 
paternal Affedtion taught him to Pity 
£>/Vi('» melancholy Appearance ; and 
upon the mod folemn Promifes of a 
fincere Contrition, reinftated him in his 
former, or rather an improved Situa- 
tion: Recommended him again to his ^ 
Tutor and Uncle s gave him, during 
a Month that he flayed with him, ma- 
ny 
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ny excellent Documents : Reprcfented, 
"^ivith the Cordiality of a Friend, rather 
than the Authority of a Father, how 
near he had been to Ruin, and how 
irretrievably fimilar Condudl muft 
plunge him into Contempt and Mifery, 
and then once more fet out for Corii 
comforting himfelf with an Opinion, 
that the Tafte of Adverfity his Son had 
feemed fo (hocked with, muft un- 
<loubtedIy intimidate him from the 
Paths leading to DeftVuftion ; and, in 
this Light, he confidered what at firft 
had given him confiderable Uneafinefs, 
as a happy Incident, fince Good fre- 
quently iprihgs from Evil, and Expe- 
rience is the beft Monitor. 

This Expedition of Mr. HazardwM 
fo far from being extravagant, that 
we think it* a very natural In^ence 
from the Circumftance of Thines ; yet 
as Diftrefs had made a very flight Im- 

{>refIion on our Hero, he fhortly re- 
apfed, and was not only foolifh, but 
niean enough to renew his Intimacy 
with thofe Vultures, whofe infatiable 

Vices 
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Vices had led him into fuch a Dilem- 
ma. He now again blazed forth, arid 
had the Happinefs, thro' the induftri- 
ous Afliftance of fome of his Compa- 
nions, who were moftly well calcula- 
ted for the laudable Office of Pimping, 
to debauch feyeral of thofe unhappy 
Females, who by Poverty or ill Con- 
dudt are laid open to the Attacks of 
Profligates, Nor was this the only Part 
of polite Life our Hero fignalized 
himfelf in ; he was chief Arbitrator in 
all theatrical Difputes, and fupprefled 
or promoted Riots juft as he thought 
fit. '^ 

For fome Montks he went on fwim- 
mingly, *till the following Circum- 
ftance made a remarkable Change in 
his Affairs. 

Dick and three or four of his moft 
enterprizing Intimates, to prove that

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guous Apartment, heard them ; who, 
knowing their Voices, and hearing 
their Names occaiionally mentionedi 
gave Information to the rrovoft, who 
having on public Examination con- 
victed three, our Hero being one of 
the Number, of fuch Exprcffions as 
Libertinifm fcarce ever produced be- 
fore, they were ignominiooily expel- 
led; two others lefs culpable were 
admonilhed, and a third was rufti* 
cated. 

This melancholy Story reaching the 
Ears of Mr. Hazard^ alrpoft deprived 
him of Reafon. He now faw the 
Scheme of parental Happinefs, which 
he had laid down for himfelf, entirely 
deftroyed } thus irritated, thus driven 
to a Degree of Defpair, he refolved to a- 
bandon his once much-loved Son, and 
declared by Letter that he would neither 
fee him, nor hear of him, however 
painful fuch a Refolution might prove 
to a Father's Heart. 

This dreadful Determination, (which

1 H E imprudent Subjeft of thefe 
Sheets having brougj^t his Af- 
s to the difagreeable Crifts w« 
c mentioned in the preceding 
ipterj and having, as we have 
iwife hinted, refolved upon the 
ible Refource of Gaming, loft no 
ne in putting his Refolution in Prac- 
!, but went to a Billiard-Table, 
ich was frequented by a great Va- 
y of Company, and there, at his 
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Inauguration as a Gamefter, for hither- 
to he had only play'd for Amufemcnt» i 
he loft one Third of his entire Stock, | 
viz. ten Pounds.This fomewhat gloom- * 
ed the Projed he had propofed to hii 
Imagination, and made him hefitate 
for fome Time whether he fhould 
venture farther ; hut what has Reafon 
Co do with a State of Defparation ? The 
next Day he went to the fame Rendez- 
vous of Sharpers and Bubbles ; when ' 
by getting upon, what they call, the 
right Side, he repaired his Lofs, and 
found befides a Balance in his Favour.

This pathetic Manner of -dedinin

** eft of Mothers. The Concem tha 
** this Accident gave us both 
'^ fuch, as might be expected Hearts ^^ 
*' fenfible of fo great a Lofs, coulc^ 
•' fed. We watered her Grave witha 
the Tears of unfeigned Sorrow, 
always paid to the Remembranc 
of her the Tribute of heart-fprun 
Sighs ; but of all who knew her^:i 
none fo thoroughly lamented he^ 
Death as a young Woman, a Found-' 
ling, whom her Charity had main-- 
^' tained and educated from a State of 
•* Childhood, with very near thp fame 
Degree of Tenderaels and Care, as ^ 
if fhe had been a Daughter. Affec- 
tion and Gratitude fo ftronglv pof- 
t\ feffcd this Girl, that flie could hardly 

." be 
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be prevented from following her 
*^ Benefaiftrefs, by the dreadful Path 
^' of Suicide. Knowing my deceafed 
^' Parent's Regard for her, I endea- 
'' voured to mitigate her Sorrow 5 and, 
'' after fome Time, lb far prevailed, 
as to make her confider it in the 
X^ight of Nature's unavoidable Con-

may fay of Mcnl, *j|b'ar .the Satyrift 
i. ^ does , 
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^bes.of Probity, Laudatur & alget^ 
except fome unaccountable Circum- 
ftances concur to! buoy it up. 

As a ferther Vindication of niyfelf, 
I ihall propofe the following Opinion 
of an ingenious Spaniard (Balthafdf' 
Gratian.) He iays, ** There are fome 
" certain Profeffions in the World,

determined to difpofe of them as they 
defervcd. 

As they had in the French Ship pafTed 
for Brother and Sifter, the better to 
elude their being traced, they deter- 
mined to appear under the fame Cha- 
racters to their new Mailers. 

Being^ ordered on board the Rover, 
and pamng in Review before the AU 
gerinf Commander, he exprefled great 
Satisfaction on the Appearance of Mrs^ 

B , and feemed to prize her above 

any other Part of his Capture. By 
Means of a French Renegado, who 
ferved as an Interpreter, he entered 
into Converfation with her; and being 
told, tliat Hazard was her Brother, 
he ordered thofe Chains^ which already .

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In vain did he hunt thro' all the Mazes 

of Refledion, 

And range the Wajle of defolate Defpair, 

In Search of Hope — One Day, walk- 
ing towards the Harbour, he was fur- 
prized to be accofted, in the moft 
friendly Manner, by a Perfon in a Sea- 
faring Drefsj but, after a Moment's 
Confideration/ recolledted the Features 
of Captain Steerwell-, towhom^ when 
left for dead by Street-Robbers,, he 
had afforded Affiftancc. The Sight 
of a Countryman,^ and one whom He 
judged to be a Friend, was Tome Re- 
fpite to the Anxiety his Soul then la- 
boured with.

This he carried to the Book- 
feller, and after waiting longer for an 
Opinion, than he had been tranflating 
it, received for an Anfwcr, thatTran-

Ay, Sir (replies the Stranger) I 
have ncrote, in my Time^ above thirty 
large Volumes, the greater Part of them 
Poetical Compojitions. No doubt you have 
beard of my Name — Sylvanus Meta- 
phor — / have been the making of a dozen 
BookfeUers — lia^e earned the Charac-^ 
ter of Genius for half a dozen L — ds"^ 
Set up as many Critics^ wrote Sermons 

for 
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j^ D s . Speeches for S'—^r 5 y and 
yrt ym fee J Sir, what a Situation' I 
^fn in. 

Our Hero fuppofing, by Metaphors 
IXfcourfe,. that he might receive fome 
ncccffary Information concerning the 
fiufinefs of an Author from fo old a 
I^raditioner, propofed going to a neigh- 
bouring Alehoufe for an Hour. Here 
Syhanus replied.
